A two-pronged investigation is con- 


tinuing Thursday by police and fire 
departments into a burglary and fire 
Wednesday night which caused heavy 
damage to the automotive shop portion 
of Aubrey's Imports, 701 S. 7th St. 


Fire Chief Charlie Tieman said some 


sort of an explosion occurred during the 
fire, as the lower part of the east and 
west walls of the sheet metal structure 
were blown outward off the foundation. 
However, Police Chief Doug Hightower 
said he had not found anyone in the 
vicinity who either heard or saw an 
explosion. 
\ 


Owner Aubrey Smith could not be 


contacted for an estimate of loss 
Thursday, but Fire Chief Tieman said he 
felt the damage "would run pretty 
high". He said three cars, a Thunderbird 
and Volkswagen, both customer cars in 
for repairs, and another Volkswagen 
owned by Smith, were destroyed in the 
fire that burned so fiercely that 
aluminum sheeted walls melted. 


"I imagine most of those tools and the 


equipment in the shop were ruined by 
the high temperature heat of the fire," 
Chief Tieman said. 


Smith could not make a determination 


of what might have been taken, but Chief 
Hightower related "we know they had a 
burglary." "Locks were twisted off 
doors, and a valve grinding machine 
from the shop was found east of the place 


across the railroad tracks where it 
appeared it had fallen off a vehicle and 
scooted along the ground." 


Both fire and police officials, at this 


point, said the fire could have been 
started accidentally by the burglars, or 
it could have been deliberately set to 
cover up the break-in. It hasn't been 
determined which. 


Chief Tieman said Smith advised them 


he had two or three cases of freon 
(refrigerant) in the shop, along with the 
usual containers of gasoline, kerosene, 
naptha used in cleaning greasy motors 
and .parts, along with waste oil and 
grease normal to a garage operation. 


"None of the barrels of inflammable 


fluids blew up, the ends were swelled, 
but they didn't blow," Chief Tieman 
said. "That freon is highly explosive 
when it gets too hot," he said, adding, 
however, in the initial, probe im- 
mediately following dousing the blaze 
Wednesday night nothing was found to 
indicate what had caused the explosion. 


The alarm came in at 8:10 p.m., and 


firemen reported they found all doors 
open. Chief Tieman said the explosion 
apparently blew out the front door, but 
police said locks were found twisted off 
at least two shop doors. 


A service station operator,. Buck 


Hamilton, saw the fire as he passed en 
route home, Chief Hightower said, and in 
searching around the scene a short time 
later spied the valve grinder machine.

One 
helicopter landing zone was said to have 
been hit by more than 100 rocket and 
mortar rounds.

Doan Doc 
Hoi, said 23 North Vietnamese were 
killed in two dashes today 11'miles south 
of Sepone.

ground troops sweeping the area a few 
hours later found 465 enemy bodies, the 
largest claim so far of the Laotian of- 
fensive and possibly of the Indochina 
war. 
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In a third raid Wednesday, U.S. 


sources said, a flight of B52s hit a tunnel 
complex 25 miles southeast of Sepone, 
and afterward the bodies of 48 North 
Vietnamese were found. 


-'. There was no' indication that South 


Vietnamese ground forces had advanced 
beyond the Sepone area 25 miles inside 
Laos. Apparently the forward units were 
still operating along a broken front 
ex tending about 25 miles south of Route 9 
and some distance north of that east- 
west highway. 


Only small-scale action was reported 


also in eastern Cambodia, where a 


parallel drive by the South Vietnamese 
has carried them 25 miles west of the 
Vietnamese border. 


The U.S. Command in its weekly 


casualty summary announced that 44 
Americans were killed in combat last 
week, a drop of 25 from the sixmonth 
high of 69 the week before. 


The Command said 434 U.S. troops 


were wounded last week, an increase of 
153, and 23 died of nonhostile causes 


The report raised total U.S. casualties 


reported in the war to 44,631 killed in 
combat, 9,313 dead of nonhostile causes 
and 295,878 wounded. 


South Vietnamese headquarters also 


reported a decrease in casualties last 
week, with 650 pf ;its troops killed and 
1,671 wounded; compared with 898 killed 
and 2,222 wounded the previous week.

We have continued to receive 


numerous questions about fer- 
tilizing the home lawn. Fer- 
tilizing the home lawn adequately 
and at the best time will cause the 
best results. During the next two 
or three weeks would be a good 
time to apply your first ap- 
plication of fertilizer if you have 
not already. We recommend the 
use of a fertilizer with nitrogen, 
phosphorous, and potash. Use 
enough of the fertilizer so as you 
are applying a minimum of one 
pound of actual nitrogen per 1000 
square feet. Ask your fertilizer 
dealer to help you figure how 
much to put out; or call the county 
agent 


We have also had questions 


about using a fertilizer which 
may have a weed chemical added 
in the fertilizer or a fungicide or 
an insecticide. We do not 
recommend the use of a fertilizer 
with any of the additives and we 
will attempt to explain the 
reasons. Since we have been 
having so many questions about 
weeds, we will discuss the use of 
a weed chemical added to the 


fertilizer. 
There 
are 
two 


chemicals which are being added 
to fertilizer, these are 2,4,D and 
Simizine. In applying the fer- 
tilizer with 2,4,D adjled care must 
be taken not to get the fertilizer 
near some of the shrubs and any 
early spring flowers because 
instead of the fertilizer making 
the plants grow, the weed 
chemical will do damage. The 
other chemical added in fertilizer 
for weed control is simizine. In 
using this chemical, special care 
must be taken to avoid putting 
any fertilizer on St. Augustine 
grass since the simizine will 
damage the St. Augustine grass. 


Since most homeowners are not 


fully aware of these chemicals as 
an additive, very few regard the 
fertilizer with any precautionary 
measures. One other reason why 
a fertilizer with an additive is not 
recommended is because, you 
normally do not need both the 
additive and the fertilizer at the 
same time, but if you do there is 
not an adequate dosage of the 
added chemical to do an effective 
control of your problem. 


Now after all this, if you feel 


the fertilizer with a weed

chemical will be easier for you to 
use, then please observe the 
precautions for the particular 
added chemical either 2,4,D or 
simizine to your fertilizer that 
you purchase. If you do not 
completely control your weeds, 
you may need to spray the weeds 
later. 


Many yards are rapidly 


growing up with burr clover and 
many of early spring weeds. In 
most cases, lawn weeds can be 
controlled fairly effective with a 
chemical. There are a few cases 
that chemicals will not do the job. 


In order to know which 


chemical will do the best control, 
we must know what type lawn 
grass is in the lawn and the weeds 
that are present The following 
outline will help you to know 
which chemical to use: 


—Bermudagrass lawn with 


only burr clover and other broad- 
leaf weeds - The use of 2,4,D will 
do a good job. 


—Bermudagrass lawn with 


only narrow leaf weeds such as 
Johnsongrass - The chemicals, 
which will control the weeds 
include DSMA, MSMA, Karmex. 


—Bermudagrass lawn with 


both broadleaf and narrow leaf 
weeds - In this case, you will need 
to use two different chemicals to 
effectively control the weeds. Use 
2,4,D 
plus one of the chemicals 


listed above for narrow leaf 
weeds. 
• 


—Bermudagrass lawn but 


weeds have not come up. In this 
case, you could use any of the 
three chemicals and apply as a 
pre-emergent; (simply meaning 
before the weeds come up) these 
three chemicals include Dalapon, 
Karmex and Simizine. 


v —St. Augustine lawn with only 
broad leaf weeds - 2,4,D may be 
used effectively. 


—St. Augustine lawn with only 


narrow leaf weeds -in this case, 
we have our greatest problem in 
using chemicals for control. 
There is only one chemical which 
we can recommend for use that 
will not damage the St. Augustine 
grass. This chemical is Endothal 
and does not do a real effective 
job of control. 


In other cases of weed 


problems, it may be necessary to 
keep the yard mowed or try to dig 
them out. 


We should point out that a well 


cared for lawn will be weed free 
or almost free. In properly caring 
for the lawn, we must consider 
fertilizing, mowing, watering, 
and insect and disease control. 
Proper care is caring for the lawn 
in a prescribed way. We are not 
saying your way is wrong, but do 
you have a weed problem? 


If you have not already scalped 


your lawn, we would suggest this 
be > done as soon as possible. 
Scalping is simply lowering the 
mower blade as low.as you can 
cutting the dead grass as dose as 
possible. After scalping the lawn, 
rake or sweep all the old grass, 
leaves and weeds and remove 
from the yard.-

How far should our forgiveness 


of an affront or injury go? The 
teaching of the Christian gospel 
is that we put no limits on for- 
giveness. H we are going through 
life with a chip on our shoulder 
we are going to find ptenty of 
misunderstanding and 
injury 


about which to keep up a con- 
stant quarrel with our fellows. 


Forgiveness 


The central figure in the pas- 


sage of Scripture which com- 
prises this lesson is Simon Peter, 
chief of the Apostles; He was 
the disciple upon whom — and 
upon whose confession •— Christ 
built his church, yet Peter was 
sometimes so inconsistent and 
troublesome that he 'became al- 
most ridiculous. He 
did not 


hesitate to rebuke Jesus when 
the Master foretold his coming 
death. On that occasion Jesus 
likened Peter 
to 
Satan and 


declared that this, apostle was 
an offense to him. Although the 
Bible does not tell us of Peter's 
final end tradition says that he 
was stedfast and died « heroic 
death But this was many years 
after the death and resurrection 
of Christ. 


Peter came to Jesus on one oc 


casion and said, "Lord, how of 
shall my brother sin against me 
and I forgive him? till seven 
times? Jesus satth unto him, 
say not unto thee, Until seven 
times: but/Until seventy times 
seven." Then follows the story 
of a certain king who "took ac- 
count" of his servants — a cir- 
cumstance that today would be 
called an audit of the'books. He 
found that one servant owed 
him ten thousand talents, con- 
sideraibSy more than a million 
dollars. The man had no money 
with which to pay, and the king 
ordered that the man and his 
family be 
sold into slavery, 


which was the customary way 
of handling debt in those days. 
But the servant fell down and 
besought his master not to im-' 
pose this hard punishment upon 
him. "•Have patience with me," 
besought the debtor, "and I 
'will- repay thee all.V Then, the 
lord of that servant was moved 
with compassion, and loosed 
him, and forgave him .the debt." 


, Ghastly Spectacle 


A debt of more than a million 


dollars. This man who had been 
so generously dealt with went 
out and found one of his fellow 
servants who owed him a sum 
of money amounting to between 
fifteen 
and 
twenty dollars. 


"Have patience with me," cried 
the debtor, "and I will repay 
thee all. And he would not: but 
went and cast him into prison, 
till he should pay the debt." The 
felDow servants who witnessed 
this ghastly spectacle were in- 
dignant and brought the matter 
to the attention of the king who 


had been so generous, where- 
upon the king laid hold again on 
the servant he had sto generously 
dealt with an put him under the 
obligation to repay the debt 
for which he had been forgiven. 


The customary nde among 


God-fearing persons of that day 
was that an offense be forgiven 
three times. If more than that, 
the forgiveness was cast aside 
and the 
offending person got 


what was coming to him, Peter 
believed that he was unusually 
generous in raising the forgive- 
ness quota to seven times. The 
reply of Jesus was that a person 
should be forgiven for an offense 
not seven 
times but seventy 


times seven. Was this a matter 
of divine bookkeeping? Was a 
person to forgive an offense four 
hundred and ninety times? Not 
t all. It was Christ's way of 
aying that in dealing with hu- 
man sin God does not reduce the 
penalty 'but wipes it out com- 
pletely. "God so loved the world 
that He gave his only begotten 
Son that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For 
God sent 


not his Son into the world to 
condemn the world, but that the 
world through him might be 
saved." (John 3:1647) 


The Divine Gift 


We do not earn God's forgive- 


ness. Salvation is a gift from 
God. We must repent, which 
means not only that we give up 
our sin but that we take a dif- 
ferent attitude toward it. We re- 
think it, as it were. Thereafter 
what had previously seemed 
pleasant and justifiable we now 
regard as a barrier between 
ourselves and God, and a hate- 
ful thing. 


It is only when we take an 


attitude of complete detachment 
toward sin and put ourselves in 
the hands of God that we can 
be sure of his forgiveness and 
the gift of his salvation. .God 
does riot reduce the sentence for 
our sinning. He does not brush 
our sin aside and say, "Forget 
it." He forgives our sin, and 
then 'by causing the presence of 
Christ to live in our hearts He 
leads us 
into that salvation 


which the coming of Christ was 
designed to secure, 
and did 


secure.

Fassil Osman is from Ethiopia 


and has yet to adjust to the "fast 
pace" of American life. 


The Navarro Junior College 


freshman has been in this 
country only seven months. He 
recognized immediately upon 
arriving in New York City that 
Americans "run, don't walk." 


Osman, who is majoring in civil 


engineering, is the son of Osman 
Mahammed, Ethiopian am- 
bassador to Turkey. 


He chose to attend NJC 


because of literature he received 
and 
correspondence 
from 


friends. His choice of a higher 
school has not yet been deter- 
mined. 


Osman explains that in his 


country that a person's son is 
never called by what Americans 
term "the family name." 


The son is named in honor of his 


father or grandfather, he said. 


Osman's home is Addisa Ab- 


beba, Ethiopia. He was born in 
Diredawa, a city in the Harrar 
Province of Ethiopia. 


What are his impressions of the 


United States? 


"We do not have the political 


subdivisions one finds in this 
country," he says. "We have an 
emperor, and only one political 
party." 


This emperor, Haile Selassie I, 


turned back the giant Italian 
army in early 1940, causing the

Third Reich to enter the battle to 
"save face" for the growing Nazi 
dictatorship in Berlin. 


Osman said the population is 


not comprehensive, in that a 
census has never been taken. The 
population estimate in 1967 was 
roughly 23 million persons. 


The NJC student said his home 


country forms part of the 
structural unit known as the Horn 
of Africa. Before the federation 
between Ethiopia and Eritrea on 
Sept. 15, 1952, Ethiopia was an 
inland country cut off from the 
Red Sea and the Indian Ocean by 


the territories 
Italy, France 
Kingdom. 


Osman said that today's 


Ethiopia is most progressive, 
although he hesitates to state that 
there are cities in his home 
country which would rival New 
York 
City, 
Chicago 
or 


Washington, D.C. 


Again, his impression of the 


American people has been their 
"fast pace" of life. "We take ; 
things a little easier in my ; 
country," he said. "Americans - 
might not enjoy life as much, 
because they are always in such a 
hurry that life passes them by." 


Osman noted that after the 


Third Reich invaded Ethiopia, 
the country was unconditionally 
under rule of the German state. 


But the young, 21,-year-old NJC 


student can remember little of 
the occupation. 


"That is to say," he added, "we 


never had an occupation. Our 
people revolted against the 
German government for five, 
long years. We never really gave 
up our independence." 


Osman's father has been 


ambassador to Turkey for six 
years. This does not, however, 
mean that the young Ethiopian 
plans to make politics his life 
ambition. 


"I want to help build better 


things for my country," he said. 
"This is the reason that I pursued 
civil engineering."

Borrowing Cosfs Drop; 


orporafions Stiff Pay 


More for Their Money 


NEW YORK (AP) - While 


borrowing costs have dropped 
generally and sharply during the 
past weeks and months, some of 
the nation's biggest corporations 
and soundest governmental units 
are paving more rather than less 
for money. 


The situation is unique in 


money markets today, although 
it could change almost overnight. 
But until it does, those seeking to 
raise money in bond markets are 
finding their costs considerably 
higher than anticipated. 


In order to attract funds of 


investors, some of the highest 
rated borrowers have had to pay 
rates a full percentage point 
above those of a month ago. 


Rates close to 8 per cent are 
common or corporate offerings in 
the past three weeks. 


The main factor that produces 


the situation is a temporary but 
tremendous demand for long- 
term funds, for money that can 
be used for the next 20, 30 or 40 
years rather than for a couple of 
years or less. 


The March "calendar" of is- 


sues to be sold totals $4 billion, for 
example, the highest ever for any 
month and double the figure for 
many months. 


Many securities dealers feel it 


could be temporary. As rates 
rise, they reason, lenders will be 
attracted to the market. They 
note that some mutual funds have 


already jumped over from the 
stock, market. 


Others feel the situation is rare 


and somewhat unpredictable. 


As one bond dealer explained, 


it would be easy to foresee lower 
rates if the borrowing were for 
the usual reasons, to expand or 
improve plants and facilities, as 
in the past. But this money is 
rarely going to that use. 


Instead, he said, corporate 


treasurers now are borrowing in 
the bond markets to pay off bank 
loans. They are seeking to sub- 
stitute long-term financing for 
shorUerm bank loans. 
Many of these treasurers had 


been stung in the past year by 
tight money. The severe credit 


squeeze of last year proved a 
narrowing experience to many of 
them. They are, therefore, now 
lining up money for years in 
advance. 


While higher rates inevitably 


attract investors if there is 
money available in the econo- 
my—and compared with last 
year, money is much more 
plentiful—there is some possi- 
bility that demand also will in- 
crease. 


Recent surveys suggest that 


while borrowing for new plants 
and equipment is still relatively 
slight, the situation is changing. 


The latest commerce Depart- 


ment survey of capital spending 
plans shows projections of $83.1

Penologisf Says at Career Day 


'Everyone To Blame for Crime'

Jack Kyle, assistant director of ad- 


missions for Texas Correctional In- 
stitute at Huntsville, used an old Chinese 
proverb to dramatize his message as 
principal speaker at Career Day Wed- 
nesday at Navarro Junior College. 


The proverb says "If there is 


righteousness in the heart, there will be 
beauty in the character; if there is 
beauty in the character, there will be 
harmony in the home; if there is har- 
mony in the home, there will be order in 
the nation; if there is order in the nation, 
there will be peace in the world." 


Speaking before a record crowd from 


among the estimated attendance of 1127 
area high school seniors, Kyle noted that 
there are more than 14,600 inmates in 
Texas prisons—the most of any state in 
the nation—and added "This unhappy 
record should behoove you to attempt to 
help us solve that problem." 


He said statistics show that— 


"although each of you can now envision 
yourself in a responsible position, 
perhaps with your own'business, or in a 
profession, in future years"—at age 65, 
only one of every hundred people now 25 
will be wealthy, only four will be 
financially independent, while 54 will be 
dependent on others for their upkeep." 


Kyle gave a brief summary of national 


history over the last 40 years, noting that 
we were emerging from the depression 
in the Thirties, the Forties were "the 
War Year's", the Fifties saw Industry 
and business expand greatly, and the 
Sixties, he said, could be called "the sad 
decade" because of assassinations, 
divisiveness in the country, and inability 
of political leaders to solve continuing 
problems. 


"The Seventies literally slapped us in 


the face," he said. "They at least 
stunned us into thinking: We have a drug 
problem with our young people. We have 
a crime problem thoroughout the nation. 
We have a problem with people who 
choose to desecrate our flag and curse 
our country; we let people literally run 


over people because they call them- 
selves the poor, the misfortunate, the 
militants; and some of our colleges and 
surrounding areas are infested with 
people who substitute a loud voice and 
destruction for intelligence and con- 
struction.'' 


To demonstrate changes in attitudes 


that may be contributing to such 
situations, Kyle reviewed a survey by 
Purdue University which found that half 
of teenagers questioned were ready to 
dispense with freedom of the press; 25 
per cent of the students said police 
should be free to search your home or 
your person without a warrant; a third 
believed that free speech should be 
denied to some people when it is con- 
venient to do so; and over half of the 
youths thought that the large mass of 
people in the United States are not 
capable of deciding for themselves what 
is right and what is wrong. 


Of his work with the prisons and his 


observations there, Kyle said "In each 
case of an individual coming to prison, 
the failure must be shared by the 
parents, the church, the school, and the 
community. 


"At a very early age," he continued, 


"a child knows the difference between 
right and wrong; his age does not, in any 
way, exempt him from doing right. After 
he is allowed, through a variety of ex- 
cuses, to become accustomed to im- 
munity from punishment for his wrong- 
doings, he reaches the age of 17 and— 
without being told of the consequences 
that now await him—he violates the law, 
is indicted and sentenced to prison 
before he realizes what has taken 
place." 


He urged that citizens take an interest 


in the programs of the Department of 
Corrections, the laws governing the age 
requirements for.youngsters to stay in 
school, and in the youngsters of "your 
town, your cities, your state and your 
nation". 


Kyle was introduced by Dr. Ben Jones, 


president of Navarro Junior College, 
who also welcomed students from more 


than 20 area towns, including Mildred, 
Blooming Grove, Dawson, Frost, 
Kerens, Corsicana, Avalon, Ennis, 
Ferris, Italy, Milford, St. John's of 
Ennis, Fairfield, Teague, Wortham, 
Butler, Groesbeck, Mexia, Oakwood, 
Hubbard, Palmer, and Leon. 


Dr. Jones also introduced those 


present from among the 37 consultants 
from at least nine Texas cities, who were 
to spend the afternoon in advisory 
sessions with the students interested in 
specific careers. 


Mrs. Matt Dawson, chairman of the 


Career Day Committee of the co- 
sponsoring Chamber of Commerce, told 


the students "We're immensely proud of 
Navarro Junior College, and we are 
grateful to NJC for making it possible 
for Career Day to happen." 


She gave "our abundant thanks" to the 


counselors and noted "We have great 
confidence in the Class of '71 and believe 
you can match your talents with worth- 
while careers." 


In closing, she added "There is a 


way—there is room for each one of you 
and a way for you to find and do your 
own special thing, and know the hap- 
piness that can come from finding 
yourself."

prevention in the future.

Kenneth Douglas, represen- 
tatives from the Texas Highway 
Department, local; Soil Con- 
servation Service office, the 
Texas Highway Patrol, news 
media and Chamber committee 
personnel. 


Chairman Barron stressed, in 


soliciting ideas from the group, 
first to "define the areas of 
concern," second to "review the 
problem" and third '"to seek 
possible solutions, that "we are 
not going to do a thing until this 
group here is in agreement 
because we realize no one person 
or group can have enough of an 
impact to solve the problems." 


It was readily acknowledged by 


all in attendance that littering the 
environment is an increasing 
problem, but what is the 
solution?

County Trims Fat 
From Voting Costs 


The Navarro County Commissioners 


court Monday decided to consolidate the 
number of the voting boxes for the May 
18 constitutional election in a move to 
save the county money. 


Commenting on the courts decision, 


County Judge Kenneth A. Douglas said, 
"It costs the county $6,000 in ad- 
ministrative fees to operate the county's 
35 voting boxes. By consolidating the 
voting boxes, the county will save ap- 
proximately $2500." 


Continuing he said, "The law provides 


that the number of voting boxes can be 
consolidated when the election does not 
pertain to local issues." 


The Judge, pointing out that the polls 


will open at 7 a.m. instead of the usual 8 
a.m., said, "This will enable people to 
vote before they go to work." The polls 
will close at 7 p.m.
